Said These Words? 


We of the free Western world con- 
fident in our general superiority in 
all things, might pause in our hustle 
and bustle to regard, in a spirit of 
humility, two Korean citizens nobody 
ever heard of before and probably 
will never hear of again. 

Their names are Lee Ho Jin and 
Lee Dong Ha, and it would be good 
to ask ourselves, each one of us, if 
we could match them in humanity 
and compassion if we found ourselves 
in a similar situation. 

The story would be a commonplace 
and sordid were it not for these two 
obseure Koreans. A young Canadian 
soldier serving in that distant and 
fiercely unhappy land got drunk in 
the tiny village of Shin Shan, and 
while drunk he shot and killed an 
aged Korean housewife, the wife of 
Lee Ho Jin and the sister of Lee 
Dong Ha. 

The charge was reduced from one 
ofmurder to manslaughter, and the 
young Canadian will now selve @ 
three-year sentence. 

Lee Ho Jin, the bereaved husband, 
appeared in court. A refugee from 
North Korea, it is not hard to imag- 
ine what depths of "misery and hope- 
lessness he has plunged in the past 
year or more, only to see despair 
compounded by the senseless, tragic 
death of his wife, at the hands of a 
foreign soldier. Did he feel the bit- 
terness of soul -to which any human 
might be entitled in such circum: 
stances 

In court, Lee Ho Jin said: “A mis- 
take is the mother of success, Every

man is entitled to make one mistake. 
This boy made his. My wife and I 
were very old. Take this young 
soldier, give him a better education 
so he may continue to fight for 
peace.” 

And then Lee Dong Ha, the vie- 
tim’s brother, addressed the court, 
What bitterness and justifiable re- 
sentment did he feel towards the 
drunken fore’gn soldier who killed his 
sister 

“Anyone,” said Lee Dong Ha, “can 
commit a crime when drinking. This 
soldier came to Korea to fight for 
the liberation of all Koreans and for 
the freedom of the world. If he is 
punished, he cannot fight for Korea 
and the free nations. Fighting is the 
big matter in the world today—not 
this private matter.” 

These words were spoken by the 
heirs of an ancient culture to the 
people of a powerful but very young 
land. The simple nobility of these 
two humble peasants, the startling 
breadth of view they express, their 
quiet wisdom and gentle understand- 
ing of human frailty, stand as an 
example to us all. They remind us 
that to be young and strong is not 
all, that age and great experience 
can teach us many things we would 
be the better for knowning. 


In their acts of touching com- 
passion and forgiveness, Lee Ho Jin 
and Lee Dong Ha have, by example, 
given us the opportunity of learning 
something. It is only to be hoped 
that we, in the same situation, would 
be as worthy.
